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SUBJ: EXPIRING AGREEMENT EOR NUCLEAR COOPERATION 

REF: STATE 48126, IAEA VIENNA 1963 

1. EMBOFE MET FOR THREE HOURS ON MARCH 21 WITH REPRESENTATIVES 
OE EOREIGN MINISTRY, MINISTRY OE MINES AND ATOMIC ENERGY 
INSTITUTE. THRUST OE GOC POSITION WAS THAT THEY CANNOT 
LEGALLY EXTEND THE PROVISIONS OP AN EXPIRED AGREEMENT AND 
CANNOT SIGN AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT WITHOUT SUBMITTING 
IT TO CONGRESS. HOWEVER, SINCE ARTICLE 33 OP THE TRILATERAL 
SPECIFICALLY PROVIDES EOR EXTENSION OF THE SAPEGUARDS BEYOND 
THE EXPIRATION OP THE BILATERAL, THE GOC WILL SIGN THE 
TRILATERAL AND CAN EXCHANGE NOTES WHICH TIE OUR UNDER- 
STANDING TO IT. 

2. THE WORDING SUGGESTED BY THE GOC, DETAILED BELOW, WOULD 
ALLOW THE GOC TO SIGN THE EXCHANGE OP NOTES. HOWEVER, GOC 
IS MORE WORRIED ABOUT THEIR NEED TO BUY TWO KILOS OF 
ENRICHED URANIUM THIS YEAR THAN ABOUT LEGAL TECHNICALITIES 
AND ARE ALSO CONCERNED LEST THEY HAVE TO RETURN THE 
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EXISITING ELEMENTS IN THE ABSENCE OP AN UNDERSTANDING. IF 
THE WORDKING SUGGESTED BELOW IS UNACCEPTABLE TO WASHINGTON, 
BELIEVE WE CAN OBTAIN GOC SIGNATURE ON OUR ORIGINAL NOTE 
IP WE CAN ASSURE THEM THAT WE WILL PROMPTLY EXPLORE ALL 
MEANS TO ALLOW THEIR SMALL PURCHASE AND IP THOSE EPPORTS 
HOLD PORTH A REASONABLE CHANCE EOR SUCCESS. 
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3. THE FOLLOWING CHANGE IN WORDING WOULD PERMIT GOC EX- 
CHANGE OF NOTES. THE FIRST TWO PARAGRAPHS OF THE US NOTE 
WOULD REMAIN THE SAME. THE THIRD PARAGRAPH WOULD READ AS 
FOLLOWS: 

QTE THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES NOTES WITH 
APPRECIATION THE INTENTION OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA TO SIGN THE PROTOCOL PROLONGING THE 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION 
OF SAFEGUARDS AND, THAT AS A CONSEQUENCE, THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AFFIRMS THAT IT WILL HOLD MATERIAL, 
EQUIPMENT AND DEVICES WHICH IT OR AUTHORIZED PERSONS UNDER 
ITS lURISDICTION HAVE RECEIVED UNDER THE AGREEMENT FOR 
COOPERATION, INCLUDING SPECIAL NUCLEAR MATERIAL PRODUCED 
BY THE USE OF SUCH EQUIPMENT OR DEVICES, SUBJECT TO THE 
TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF THAT AGREEMENT AND TO THE AGREE- 
MENT BETWEEN THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION OF 
SAFEGUARDS WHICH WAS SIGNED AT VIENNA ON DECEMBER 9, 1970. 

THE SAFEGUARDS AND GUARANTEES OF THE TRILATERAL AGREEMENT 
SIGNED IN VIENNA SHALL CONTINUE IN FORCE AS THEREIN AGREED 
OR UNTIL MUTUALLY AGREED BETWEEN OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS. END 
QUOTE 

4. PARAGRAPHS TWO AND THREE OF THE COLOMBIAN NOTE WOULD BE 
CHANGED TO READ AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
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REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA EXPRESSES ITS AGREEMENT WITH THE TERMS 
OF THE NOTE (BLANK) OF THE EMBASSY AND CONSIDERS THAT UNTIL AN 
AGREEMENT ESTABLISHES OTHERWISE IT WILL APPLY THE AGREEMENT 
REACHED IN THE PRESENT NOTES. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA DECLARES THAT NO 
MATERIAL, EQUIPMENT AND DEVICES, INCLUDING SPECIAL NUCLEAR 
MATERIAL PRODUCED BY THE USE OF SUCH MATERIAL EQUIPMENT AND 
DEVICES, SUBJECT TO THE AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION, AS AMENDED 
WILL BE USED FOR ANY NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE DEVICE, OR FOR RESEARCH 
ON OR DEVELOPMENT OF ANY SUCH DEVICE, REGARDLESS OF HOW THE 
DEVICE ITSELF IS INTENDED TO BE USED. 

5. IN THE ABOVE WORDING COLOMBIA IS NOT TAKING ON AN 
OBLIGATION BEYOND THE TRILATERAL AND IS NOT RECOGNIZING THAT 
THE NOTES THEMSELVES IMPLY THE UNDERTAKING OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
OBLIGATION. 

6. THE GOC HAD ONLY MINOR STYLISTIC CHANGES TO MAKE TO 
THE SUGGESTED PROTOCOL EXTENDING THE TRILATERAL. THE 
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ENGLISH VERSION OF THE PROTOCOL ON WHICH THE GOC WILL 
SEND INSTRUCTIONS EOLLOWS IN A SEPARATE TELEGRAM.
